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•Russia Is Gaining 
In The Mid-East 


Russia has got farther 
in penetrating 
the 
Middle East in the last two years, 
charge the 
critics of Western foreign policy, than in the 
previous two hundred 
It hogan to thrust itching 
palms in that direction almost as soon as it 
became a great power under Peter the Great 
(1689-1725 >. 


In 1730 France intervened to hold to a 
minimum the Russian gains from a war against 
Turkey, but Russia retained a foothold on the 
Black Sea and in 1774-1783 took over the whole 
Black Sea peninsula of the Crimea. In the early 
10th Century .several wars with Persia (now 
Irani put Russia into the Caucasus, threatening 
Asia Minor from the north. 
In the middle of the loth Century the 
Czarist government tried for control of Palestine, 
under pretext of protecting Christian .shrines 
there. It was set hack by losing the Crimean 
War against Britain and Fiance 
In 1878 the 
British. French. Germans and Austrians at the 
Congress of Berlin deprived Russia of most of 
the fruits of victory in another Russian war 
against Turkey i another result: 
Britain got 
Cyprus). 


Further Russian territorial ambitions were 
dampened for a time by war defeat al the hands 
of Japan in 1904-05, but in 1915 hard-pressed 
Britain and France promised Russia, in secret 
treaties, the 
Dardanelles and Constantinople 
after World War I. That promise automatically 
was nullified when Communist Lenin replaced 
Tsar Nicholas II and when a new and strong 
Turkey arose. 
In 1945 Turkey, with backing from the 
Western democracies, refused to he scared into 
ceding to Russia Turkish territory along the 
south shore of the Black Sea. Today, however, 
a Russia entrenched in Arab lands would have 
the Turks in pincers by threatening them from 
both the south and the north. 
Recent events would seem to indicate that 
Russia now is nearer than ever to a goal which 
history heretofore has denied her.

While these policy discussion* 
were 
in 
progress, 
the Nixon-

during secret talks with Prime 
Minister Nehru in India. These 
have been taking place through 
the Indian Embassy in Washing­ 
ton. the American Embassy in 
New Delhi, and the United Na­ 
tions in New York. 
Results of these talks was a 
secret agreement that the United 
.states would support the speedy 
withdrawal of 
British, 
French 
and Uracil troops from Egyptian 
soil. In return. Nehru agreed to 
oenounce Russia for the Hungar­ 
ian blood-bath. Nehru also agreed 
that western investments must 
be protected in the Middle East. 
A byproduct of these secret 


talks was Nehru s hurry up invi­ 
tation to com* 
to Washington. 
His visit had been canceled af­ 
ter Ike's ileitis attack last June, 
and Nehru was reported miffed 
when the President chose to take 
on the strenuous trip to Panama 
instead of a much less strenu­ 
ous scheduled talk with Nehru 
in Washington.

conversa­ 
tions some of the messages to 
Nehru came personally from Ike 
himself, and the Indian Prime 
Minister is reported much hap­ 
pier.

One point discussed in these 
secret Nehru conversations which

The Indian Prime

the Chinese Communists are na­

This is the position long held 
by Dean Acheson as Truman’s

buy it from * Nehru. They did. 
I uwever, express sympathy, and 
promised to work out better re­ 
lations with Rod China 
This may bo one .rason for 
the more friendly statement by 
Chou En-lai last week that he ex­

the United States. 
What will come out of all these 
backstage high-level discussions, 
plus the Dulles-Eisenhower talk

In this procedure (stapes mo­ 
bilization I, the lower half of the 
eardrum is loosened and folded 
up to expose the contents of the 
inner ear. A fine probe is in­ 
serted and the footplate of the 
stapes is pulled away from the 
oval window, thus relieving fixa­ 
tion. 
The probe is withdrawn 
ann the drum sewed back into 
place. 
Now and then the footplate is 
attached sn tightly to the oval 
window mat the connection can­ 
not he broken without fracturing 
the bones. Here the third opera­ 
tion (fenestra ovalis) enters the 
picture. 
Dr. Rosen found that 
hearing could 
be restored by 
making a tiny opening through 
the middle or the edge of the 
footplate into the labyrinth. 
This alternate technique aided 
many patients who did not re­ 
spond to the other procedures. 
Apparently all three operations 
are interchangeable, and when 
one fails, the other can ne tried 
without endangers, life or hear­ 
ing.
